The  musical  contributions  of  two  dis¬ 
tinctive  cultures,  that  of  Palestine  and 
America,  will  be  blended  into  one  har¬ 
monious  program  when  the  Sixth  An¬ 
nual  Service  of  Liturgical  Music  by 
Contemporary  Composers  is  presented 
by  Cantor  David  J.  Putterman  and 
Choir  under  the  direction  of  Max  Helf- 
man,  on  Friday,  May  7th,  at  8:30  p.m. 

While  the  United  Nations  has  focused 
the  attention  of  the  world  on  the  Pale¬ 
stine  issue,  Cantor  Putterman  has  con¬ 
ceived  the  idea  of  dedicating  this  year’s 
service  to  “The  Faith  of  Israel”  and 
“Zion’s  Dream”.  He  has  therefore  invited 
some  of  the  foremost  composers  of  Pale¬ 
stine,  who  are  at  present  visiting  this 
country,  together  with  some  of  our  best 
known  American  composers,  to  set  to 
music  texts  which  reflect  the  Longing, 
the  Sacrifice,  the  Faith,  the  Resolve  and 
the  Vision  of  the  Rebirth  of  a  Nation. 
Some  of  the  texts  are:  the  “Prophecy  of 
Isaiah”;  “Longing  for  Jerusalem”  a 
poem  by  Judah  Halevi,  Spanish  philoso¬ 
pher  and  Hebrew  poet  of  the  eleventh 
century;  the  dramatic  concluding  text 
of  Theodore  Herzl’s  “The  Jewish  State” 
which  reads  in  part:  “I  have  faith  that

This  week  my  column  is  given  over  to 
reproducing  a  letter  to  1  he  Nation,  writ¬ 
ten  by  Thomas  Mann,  one  of  the  truly 
great  minds  and  spirits  of  our  age,  and 
reproduced  by  permission  of  The  Na¬ 
tion’s  editors. 

The  letter  speaks  for  itself,  and  with  a 
passion  and  eloquence  which  should 
leave  you,  as  it  has  left  me,  humble  and 
grateful.

“Dear  Sirs:  I  have  been  asked  for  my 
opinion  of  the  decision  of  the  United 
States  to  withdraw  its  agreement  to  the 
establishment  of  a  Jewish  state  in  Pale¬ 
stine — a  stand  which  had  been  initiative 
of  and  responsible  for  the  decision  of  the 
United  Nations. 

“It  is  difficult  for  me,  an  American 
citizen  of  short  standing,  to  say  that  this 
reversal,  this  undignified  surrender  to 
brazen  Arab  threats,  is  the  most  humil¬ 
iating  and  shocking  political  event  since 
the  democracies  betrayed  Czechoslovakia 
in  1938.  It  is  an  act  of  despicable  and 
low  expediency,  a  murder  of  faith  and 
lovally.  It  makes  us  realize,  with  con¬ 
siderable  alarm,  how  far  the  ideals  of 
democracy — truth,  liberty,  justice — have 
been  degraded,  how  they  have  been 
abused  to  serve  the  naked  interests,  not 
of  a  people,  for  the  American  people  is 
benevolent  and  just,  but  of  a  group 
striving  ruthlessly  for  power  and  profit 
which  has  imposed  its  will  upon  our  gov¬ 
ernment. 


“Has  anyone  considered  the  blow  this 

deplorable  decision  has  dealt  the  au¬ 
thority  of  the  United  Nations  and  its 
ability  to  maintain  world  peace?  One 
cannot  help  feeling  that  the  prospective 
betrayal  of  a  people  which  has  endured 
boundless  suffering  and  is  yearning  for 
justice,  the  breach  of  hundreds  of  offi¬ 
cial  promises,  has  brought  us  one  step 
nearer  to  world  disaster. 

“The  small  Jewish  state  in  Palestine 
would  have  been  a  democracy  of  people 
willing  to  work  and  striving  for  culture. 
It  should  have  had,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
the  sympathy  of  a  country  with  Ameri¬ 
can  traditions.  Why  have  we  been  con¬ 
demned  everywhere  to  support  the  bad, 
the  foul  reaction,  that  which  the  people 
hate — in  this  instance  the  feudalism  of 
Arabian  oil  magnates — and  to  ruin  dem¬ 
ocracy  while  pretending  to  defend  it? 

“It  is  a  grave  responsibility  how  to  ad¬ 
vise,  how  to  encourage  the  Jews.  I  leave 
it  to  others  to  spur  them  to  a  desperate 
continuation  of  bloodshed,  to  the  de¬ 
fense  of  their  already  established  state — 
under  the  notorious  embargo  which 
gives  arms  to  the  Arabs  but  not  to  them. 
Perhaps  the  indignant  outcry  of  a  moral 
world  will  lead  to  a  revision  of  the 
shameful  decision.  If  not,  it  proves  that 
the  immense  disappointment  of  all  hopes 
for  a  better,  juster  world  has  turned  to 
apathy,  to  a  number  submission  of  man¬ 
kind  to  the  threatening  disaster. 

“As  for  us  intellectuals,  we  can  only 
protest  in  the  derisive  words  of  Flaubert, 
that  despiser  of  humanity:  ‘Ah,  le  pro- 
gres,  quelleblague!  Et  la  politique — 
quelle  saleteF  (Ah,  progress  —  what 
humbug.  And  politics — what  filth.)”

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Synagogue  Women  Work 
To  Meet  High  UJA  Goal 

The  women  of  the  Sisterhood,  the  Par¬ 
ents’  Association,  and  the  Young  Mar- 
rieds,  have  joined  together  this  year  in 
the  campaign  of  the  Womens’  Division 
for  the  United  Jewish  Appeal.  A  com¬ 
mittee  of  thirty  women  under  the  chair¬ 
manship  of  Mrs.  Ruth  G.  Brodsky,  are 
working  untiringly  in  this  historic  battle 
for  Jewish  dignity  and  freedom.  In  co¬ 
operation  with  UJA  headquarters  they 
have  secured  a  representative  attendance 
at  fund  raising  functions  in  five  financial 
categories.  At  these  functions  for  con¬ 
tributors  of  Si, 200  and  over,  $520  and 
over,  $260  and  over,  $150  and  over,  $52 
(a  dollar  a  week)  and  over,  the  splendid 
generosity  of  those  attending  was  grati¬ 
fying.  Many  of  the  women  who  were  in¬ 
vited,  and  who  were  unable  to  attend, 
sent  substantial  contributions,  with  the 
result  that  at  present  the  net  total  for  the 
Womens’  Division  of  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  is  $38,000. 

The  hope  of  Mrs.  Brodsky  and  her 
committee  in  reaching  the  goal  set  de¬ 
pends  upon  those  whose  contributions 
they  will  now  strive  to  secure.  Unless 
each  future  contributor  doubles  or  triples 
her  gift  of  previous  years,  they  cannot 
succeed.  Everyone  is  interested  in  main¬ 
taining  the  magnificent  reputation  of  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  in  the  annual 
UJA  campaign,  but  this  year  they  are 
far  more  concerned  with  helping  those 
whose  desperate  plight  is  now  the  con¬ 
cern  of  the  entire  civilized  world.

The  Jews  of  America  are  at  the  present 
time  their  only  ally.  It  is  therefore  our 
duty  and  privilege  to  aid  them  in  the 
battle  for  their  destiny  and  ours.
